And now the 
time being come, for the Judges to go 
the Lenten Circuit, they had a {trict Charge 
to recommend to the Juſtices of Peace 
and other Magiſtrates, the putting the 
Laws in executions againſt popiſh Re- 
cuſants; and to ſee it done theirnſelves, 
as much as in them lay. And uponthe 
Kings Command, the Duke and Dutcheſs 
of York departed for Holland; and thers 
went Aſhoar at Maſland-ſluyce, and fo to 
the Hague, and were received at the 
Court. 

On the 28th. of March another Pro-

During theſe proceedings at Feftminſer, 
the Duke left Lime, with about 60 Horſe 
and a 120 Foot; a party of which came 
to Bridport, and ſurpriſed divers Volunteer 
Gentlemen in an Inn, b&tween whom 
there happened a ſmart Skirmiſh, in 
which Mr. Fadbam Strangways and Mr. 
Cooker were killed ; but ſome Forces com- 
ing in, the Dukes Party was beaten off, 
and obliged to retreat with ſome loſs, 
about 7 being killed, and 23 taken Pri- 
foners : anzd 1oon after there happened a 
fmall Skirmiſh, between a.detach'd Party 
of the Kings, and ſome of the Dukes Men 
near Taunton, where Lieutenant Mona, 
who commanded the former, was mor- 
tally wounded by a Shot in the Head, of 
which he dyed 3 and divers others were 
killed and wounded on both ſides; fo 
that more of the Diikes Party coming 
in, the Kings Forces were obliged to 
retire. Whil{t theſe things were tranf- 
aced in Ery/and, the Forces, on beth 
ſides, encreaſed in' Scotland, and a hot 
Skirmiſh happened, between a Party ot 

oo Men, under the Command of the 
Marquifſs of 4rhol for the King, and about 
400 Foot and 80 Horſe of the Earl of

and the latter, in the end retired, and 
marched back to Elengreg, a Caſtle forti- 
fied by the Earl, but upon the Tings 
Ships of War. coming before the Caſtle, 
they marched 'off and abanGoned it ; fo 
that upon firing the firſt Gun, two Men 
put off with a White Flag, togive notice 
ir 4 of what had happened, wheieupon the 
1. Commanders on Board lent their Men on 
| Shore, and took poſſeſiion of the Caitle, 
| Ammunition, and what they tound there, 
:þ which was very conſiderable, On the 

17th of June the Earls Men palled the 
River Clyde in the night time, and the 
Earl of Dumberten, Commander in Chiaf 
for the King, paſled the River Leuim, 
and marched ſrom Gls/gow very early the 
next morning, and overrook them in the 
Pariſh of Ki/lerne 5 the Kings Horſe and 
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the Foot arrived ; but they being Poſted 
in a ſtrong ground, and it being late in 
the evening, they ſtood in battle all night, 
but before day the Earls men had pailed 
the Clyde, fwiming over their Horſe, and 
paſling over,their Foot in Boats; where- 
upon the Kings Forces marched to Glaſ- 
gow, Where aſter they had reſted two 
hours the Earl of D#mbartcy, with the | 
D., Horſe 
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Dragoons kept up with the Earls men til 


56) 
Horſe and Dragoons marched after them 
leaving the Foot to follow with all con- 
venient ſpeed. 

Upon this Retreat, part of Argyle's For- 
ces took Guides to condutt them to Gal- 
doway ; but miſtaking the way, were led 
into a Bog, and thereupon obliged to di- 
Jperſe into ſmall Parties, as did the King's 
Forces to purijue them, which cauted great 
Conſternation and Diſorder; and the Earl 
of Argyle returning towards the Clyde, was 
jet upon by Two of Greynecks Servants, 
but {{outly defended himſelt, till he recei- 
ved a Hound in his Head ; upon which, 
not longe: truſting his Horſe, he alighted, 
and betook himſelf to the. Water, into 
which,a Country Fellow entered after him, 
upon whom the Earl Fired, but his Piſtol 
mitled, and he was beaten down, when in 
his Fall, He cryed out, Unfortunate Argyle ; 
and thereupon was made Priſoner, and 
carryed to a commanded Party,; anda 
Party of 40. Horſe, commanded by the 
Lord Roſs, with as many Dragoons, com- 
manded by Captain Cleland, fell upon a 
Patty of the Stoureit, that yet remained in 
a Body, commanded by Sir Fobn Cochran; 
who had taken the way to the Sea; They 
had fortefied themſelves ina ſmallInclolure, 
in which they had poſted themſelves, ”= 
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rered Breaſt-high: Notwithſtanding which, 
the Lord Roſs, Charged them; but the 
Ground being too ſtrong for the Horle, 
and the Captain of the Dragoons bein 
killed in the coming up, the Lord Ro 
lightly wounded, Sir Adam Blair ſhet in 


' fthe Neck, and Sir Wiliam V/allock in the 


Side; betore the Dragoons had time ta 
come up on Foot, the Earles Men had got 
into a Wood, behind the Inclofſure, which 
the King's Forces beſet : and Five of the 
Earl of Arrans Men, took Richard Rum- 
b:/d the Maltſter,who fighting deſperately, 
killed one of them upon the Place, and was 
himſelf wounded : Collonel A4yloff was 
likewiſe taken, and 200. more fent roGla/+ 
gow, Prifoners; AyloF during his Imp1j- 
lonment, in a deſperate Mood, ripped up 
his Belly wich a Pen-Knife, but the Wound 
proved not Mortal. 

Notwithſtanding this Defeat given in 
Scotland, ths Duke of Mowmeuth held out 
ut England, his Forces being very much 
increaſed, which created for a time no 
linall fear at Court : all the Militia of the 
Country were raiſed ; and divers eminent 


' Perſons, ſecured in moſt Parts of England, 


eſpecially in Londen, where all the Halls 
were filled with Citizens, on whom Guards 
werg ket; and it on but branding af 
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Man with the Epcrhite of a diſaffeAted 
Perſon, and a File of Muſqueteers were 
{ent to take him up; the Roads were eve- 


ry where ſtopped, and no Letters were 


ſent, but ſuch as were unſealed and ſent 
Open. | 

On the 207h. of Tune, Capt. Trevanicy 
Commander of the Suadadoes a Man of 
War, coming into the Cob at Lime, found 
there a Pink and a Dogger left by the 
Duke, which he ſeized and 40 Barrels of 
Powder, there was likewiſe found in the 
Town, Back, Breaſt and Head-peices for 
between 4 or 5000 Men ; ke Releaſed 
likewiſe thoſe that had been made Priſ- 
oners for not takeing Arms under the 
Duke. 

On the 25h. of Fave, a hot Skirmiſh 
happened between a Party of a 109 Horſe 
Conmanded by Coullon2l Og/ethorp for the 
King, and a Party of the Dukes Men, in 
which, about 80 of the latter were kilfd, 
and the Earl of Newbxry was Wounded in 


the Belly, this happened near Caniſham:}

next day in the Evening all the Kings 
Forces Joyned near B«:h, upon which, the 
Dukes Men drew up on the other ſide the 
Town, and Marched away, yetthe Com-

and fet up the Dukes Declaration in the 
Mar ket-place,upon Notice of which, the 
Earl of Pembroke Lord Liutenant of the 
County of I/4its, Marched theither with 
160 Hoſe, and mounted behind fome of 
them 435 Musketiers, when coming to the 
end ot the Town be heard gircat Shoot- 
ing and beating of Drums, and had no- 
tice tliat beeween 2 or 3200 of the Com- 
5300 People, were gaihered together from 
[arminfter, and 12! ury, tome with Mns- 
Kets, Tome wich Piſtols, forme with Pikes, 
and ſome with Fitch forks and Scythes 
however he Attaged the Town at the 
head of his Musqueticrs , fo!lowed by the 
Horſe; the Piebecns f:med at firſt very 
Reſolute upon deforue, one of them Fi- 
ring at ths Ear], ar cummanied the 
relt to Co the like whey tis was advanced 
tO a certain place he nainec, yet rhey were 
20 fooner Charged, but they threw down 
thar Arms and ficd jor the mot pare out 
at the othcr er.d of the Town , whereup- 
on the Declaration Was tixcen down, and 
the Conſtable after he had Renounced 
what he had done, and Subſcribed an 
Abhorranc2, was made Priſoner , and 
Uivers Otheſs WErG taxcn,

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On the 2-5. of Tune, the Earl of Fev- 
erſlam Leiutenant General of the Kings 
Forces, Ceſigning to fall upon the Rear 
of the Dukes Men, as they were March- 
ing to Philipſmorten , a Detatchment of 
$00 Foot Commanded by the Duke of 
Grafton, and of Dragoons and Horſe 
Granadiers, leaving the reſt of the Forces 
to follow with the Cannon ; near Ph:lipſ- 
worton- Lene , thcy heard fome Shooting , 
whereupon 20 of the Horſe Guards with 
2 company of Foot Grenadiers entered 
the Lane, the Duke of Grafton being with 
them, but there found the Hedges lined 
with Horſe and Foot , who Fired upon 
them very ſmartly, and many were kil'd 
and wounded ; however they made good 
the Retreat, tho1gh Oppoſed by the Duke 
of Mc:nmenth's Horſe, after which , the 
©C1nnon played from each fide for ſeveral 
hours without any conſiderable Execution, 


Hut a great deal of Rain falling , both 


Parties drew off ; and three Scotch Reg- 
iments fent from Holland , were recalled 
on their way to Scorlayd and ſent to the 
Hf. And on the 26th. of Tune, Richard 
Rumbicld was Tryed in Scotland , and be- 
:ng 'Sentegced tor High-Treaſon , was 
drawn upon a Hurdle to the Croſs , and 
thers Hangd and Qurartgrgd , whoſe 
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Quarters were afterward ſent to Londen, 
and ſet upon the principal Gates of the 
City. 
| On the 29th. of Tune, Thomas Danger- 
felds» was brought to the Court of Kmgs- 
Bench, and received Judgment, wiz, 


| to ſtand in che Pillory before Weftmin#ter- 


Hall-gate, and the Royal Exchange , to be 
Whip'd from Ald-gate to New gate, and 
from New gate te Tyburn,and coming back 
from the latter, he was run into the Eye 
with a Cane, by one Francis belong- 
ing to Grays-Inn, of which Wound he dyed 
in New-gate , and for which, Mr Francis 
was Tryed, found Guilty of Murther , 
and Sentenced in the O/d-Baly, and after- 
wards Executed at 7yburn , notwithſtand- 
ing the Intercefiion of ſome great ones at 
Court to ſave his Lite; and Mr. Baxter the 
lame Term was Fined 500 Marks, and 


| ordered to find Suretics for his good Be- 


haviour for ſeven years, yet aſter a con- 
ſiderable Impriſonment in the Preſs Yard , 
he was Releaked without paying the 
Fine. 

On the laſt day of Tune, the- Earl of 
Argyle was carryed to the Mercat-Croſs of | 

denburg , where he was Beheaded on a | 
Scaffold Erefted for that purpoſe , his 
Head was ordered to be ſet upon the | 
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Tel-booth, and his Pody was carried to the 
Chaple of St. Magdalms in the Cow gate; 
he was Exccated in purſuance of his form- 
er Sentence , ſo that thcere was no new 
Procels again't him; he mace no Speech 
upon the Scaſfold, but delivered a Paper 
to the Dean ot Edmburg, to bs given to 
the Lord Chancellour, declaring he þ a 
neither dirc&ly, nor indirectly letc any 
Speech or Paper upon this accation ; ma- 
ny other Perſons of Jeſier Note Suitzred 
in Scotland, who had Imbarqued in Ji: 
Cauſe. And now the Pailiament of Exz 
land having ſciled tae King's Revenue, and 
Increaſed it by larger Irmpoſts on Tobac- 
co and other Commoditics, and fever a} 
Ads pailed : The King on the 2d. of Fa- 
ly, came to the Houſe, and giving his Ruy- 
al Afﬀent to ſome Acts that were piepair- 
ed : The Lord Keeper Signified it was the 
Kings Plcaſure, chat they ſhould Avjourn 
to the 4th, of Auguit enſuing, with Inti- 
mation that it was not iiis Vajzftes Inten- 
tion that there ſhould then be a Meeting, 
but that the Seftions ſhould be co::tinued 
by Adjornmznt till towards Winter, by 
fuch Memibers as ſhould be about the 
Town, unle$ his Service ſhould requi:s 
their Sitting ſooner , wiici they ſhould 
know by His Procle!::5on , ang accord- 
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ingly both Houtes ſcverally Adjourned to 
the rime mentioned. 

On the 1. of July. the Earl of Fev er- 
ſham Marched from Sommerton to Wotton, 
within three miles of Bridz-water ; he 
Quartered his Horſe and Dragoons in the 
Village, and Encamped his Foot in an 
advantageous Po{t near it, fronting to- 
wards Sedgmere , having a Untch before 
them, and in the Evening he had notice 
that the Dukes Army was «lrawing out of 
Bridg water ; which made him keep his 
Troops in a Readincis, and {znt our f:g- 
quent Par:ies to obſerve the Dukes Men; 
however they fo ordered their March Þ 
that they found an uninterrupted paliape | 
into the Mer; and towards the morning WE 
formed their Foot in Battle, tothe Numb- W 
er of between ; aiid 6000 Headed by the 
Duke of 247z*70uth , bt upon their ap- 
proach , the Earl of Feverſham pur the 
Kings Forces (being about 2000 Foot, 
and 709 Horſe Gragaczers and Dragoons) 
into a Poſturz to :eceive them, the Dukes 
Men begun with a great Volley of Shot 
and ſhouts , which were returned in the $ 
ſame manner ; in the mean time, the 
Dukes Horſe were coming into the Field 
to ſecond his Foot, but were hindered by} 
a Party of thy Kings Horle o— 
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ed by Coll. Oglethorp, who Engaged them 
till the Lord of Oxford's Regiment, and a 
Detachment of the Guards came in/to 
forme the Line; the Dukes Horſe was 
Commanded by the Lord Grey of Wark, 
but being the moſt part unmanaged, they 
would not ſtand the Fire, but atter a hot 
Charge they zl into diſorder ; their numb- 
er was between 1000 and 12co during 
this Action , the Foot food firm on both 
ſides and Exchanged great Volleys , but 


- the Ditch that run along the Meer , hind- 


ered them from cloting ; however , the 
Cannon played violently , and the Horſe 
coming up, after the Dukes Horſe had 
quitted the Field, they broke into his 
Foot , and made them Tall into diforder, 
which turned afterward to open flight, 
and great ſlaughter enſted , fo that 2600 
are ſaid to be killd on the Dukes part., 
and 300 on the Kings, and a great many 
Priſoners were taken and Treated with 
great Rigor, a number of them being 
Immediately Hang'd up by Marſhal-Law, 


| or by the Order of ſome Commanders, 


TheDuke eſcaped theBattle,but was ſome 
days after Taken in an Incloſed ground, 
where he had hid himlelt in hopes of a 
fayourable oppertunity to. pals the Seas. 
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During theſe Tranſaftions, Wilkam 
Diſuie Councellor at Law , was Tryed by 
a ſpecial Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer 
for the County of Swrey , upon an In- 
ditment of High-Treafon , for Publiſh- 
ing and Printing the Duke of Monmouth's 
Declaration , and being found Guilty, 
was Drawn Hang'd and Quartered, and 
his Head ſet upon the Bridg gate. 

The King upon this Succeſs put out a 
Proclamation for a Sollemn and Publick 
Thanksgiving throughout the Kingdom 
and the Popyſh Prieſts , who began to ap- 
pear more Bare-taced than ever , Magai- 
fied the Victory in their Sermons and 
Diſcourſes ; Attributing it ſolely to the 
Virgin Mary; nay, ſome of them were fo 
vain, as tO afirm that ſhe was ſeen flying 
over the Armies with a drawn Sword 
during the Fight, but we believe they 
might miſtake her for a Meteor that ap- 
peared that Evening , with a very ſwiſt 
motion, and ſpreading light paſſing quite 
through the City of London. | 
The Duke of Monmouth, the Lord Grey, 
and a German Officer , being brought to. 
White-Hall on the 13th. ot Fuly, they 
were ſent by Water to the Tower ; and al- 
though great Interceflion vas made tor 


the Duke by the Queen Dowager and 0- 
; thers, 
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thers , he was on the 15:6, brought upen 
a Scaffold on Tower-Hill , and after having 
made a large Speech, and Diſcourſed with 
the Biſhops that waited on him, ſhewing 
much Penitence, and declaring he dyed 
in the Communion of the Church of 
Ermgland, he layed down his Head , and 


whether through the the Inability of the| 


Executioner, or a fear that fſcizd him, the 
Execution was Barbarous, for He receiv- 
ed five ſtroaks before his Head was ſevered 
from his ſhoulders, his Body and Head 
were delivered to his Servants, who car- 
ried them away in a Mourning Herte, in 
order to its piivate Interment , and thus 
fell this great Man who had been 1o long 
the Darling of the Multitude , and upon 
whoſe Inconſtant Breath he to much bore 
himſelf, cill it brought him to Ruin, as 
for the Lord Grey, he was atrerward Par: 
doned , and the Brandenburger diſmilſed, 
but others fared not jo well, tor a Bloody 
Scene enſued, which was Ated with: too 
much Heat and Cruelty, and ſeveral Pro- 
clamations were ſet forth , commanding 
divers Perfons that Abſconded to furren- 
der themſeives, and ſoon after, the: Eafl 
of Stamford, the Lord Delamere , and the 
Lord Brandon , were Cammitted to the 
Tower, the firlt of which was _— 

the 
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the ſecond Pardoned, and the laſt Acquit- 
ted by his Peers. 

Our Ships being on the Coaſt of Sally to 
Curb thoſe Pirates, Maned out their 
Boats and boldly paſſed their Bar , Bur- 
ning their Ships in the Port within Piſtol 
fhot of the Town, and notwithſtanding 


' the Continual Fire that was made, only 


one Man was mortaly wounded and five 
lightly hurt. 

On the 12th. of Fuly, Henry Duke of 
Norfolk, Earl Marſhal of England , Henry

were Inſtalled Knights of the Garter , at 
the Royal Chaple of St. George within the 
Caſtle of Windſor; and on the 30th. the 
Earl of Feverſham was Inſtalled ; and the 
White Staff of Lord Chamberlain of the 
King's Houſe-hold, was given to the Earl 
of Aylesbury. 

On the 47h. of AuzuFf3, purſuant to the 
Adjornment, the Parliament met at Weſt- 
minſter, and the Lord Treafurer whom 
tie King appointed to perform the part of 
Lord Keeper in his Abſence, having de- 
Clared to the Houſe of Lords, that they 


ſhould further Adjourn to the 5h. of Ne- * 


vember, and the like being Signitied tothe 
Con:- | 
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Commons by the Earl of Mz:dletow , both 
Houſes Adjourned accordingly- And the 
Fench King, and Duke of Orleance fent to 
Congratulate the Kigg upon his Victory, 
the firſt by the Mare/cha de Humiers, and 
the laſt by the Count de Tonnerre ; and on 
the 8th. of Auguſt, the City of York had 
their Charter reſtored, which was received 
with great Joy ; and a Declaration bear- 
ing date the 2 5rb. was put forth to Regy- 
late the Soldiers, and prevent any difor- 
ders they might commit, the King refol- 
ving to keep up his Army , and the Lord 
Cheif Juſtice Fefferys and others, being 
ſent into the -/Veſ# with Commiſſion to 
Try thoſe that were in Priſon, for taking 
part with the Duke of Monmouth : Made 
a miſerable Havock of thoſe People, Con- 
demning great Numbers,and caufing them 
to be Hangd in all the principal Towns, 


and their Quarters to be ſet up in ſuch a- | 


bundance,that the ſtench Infe&ed the Air, 
and brought a kind of a Contageon tew 
of thoſe that went from Londen , except 
ſuch as turned Evidences againſt others 
Eſcaped, many as well Women as Men, 
were publickly Whipd, and others had 
their Eſtates ſeizd, and a great many 
were thruſt on Ship-board , and Sold to 
the Tran/marine Plantations, ſo that there

was nothing but Weeping and Lamenta- 
tion to be heard, yet, it nothing moved 
the Inexorable Judge to Compaſhon , for 
a Proclamation coming forth , forbiding 
any to Harbour or Relieve any of them 
that had been with the Duke, they were 
forced to wander upand down in Woods, 
their neareſt Relations not daring to Re- 
lieve them , ſo that ſeveral were Starved 
to Death , or Periſhed for Want of Ne- 
cefſaries ; ſuch as could get ſhiping went 
for Hol/and , and other places of Refuge ; 
and on the 3d. of September , Alice Liſle, a 
very Ancient Lady , was Executed upon 
a publick Scaffold at YVYVrmchefer , by ha- 
ving her Head Severed from her Body , 
purſuant to a Sentence for no other Crime 
than giving Entertainment in her Houſe 
to one Foby Hix, who bad been with the 
Duke, which brought fuch a Terror upon 
others, that a Father delivered up his own 
Son, and thoſe that had concealed any, 
was forced to diſmifs them, and Orders 
were every where given to ſearch for Suf- 
pected Perſons * {o that the Popſh Prieſts 
by making Intereſt for Pardons , got ex- 
traordinary ſums of money , nor did the 
Lord Chief Juſtice leſs Inrich himfelf, as 
fince it has appeared by taking 15000 }. of 
one Perſon tor a Pardon, and no doubt, | 
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a great deal of many others; and the 
Lord Keeper North Dying on the 5h. of

And froin this Meflage 
no doubt, the Chancellor rook a preſage 
of his falling Greatneſs, for inſtead of be-

couraged about this time, with promiſe 
of their Pay and Airears, &c. and many 
Diſorders being committed by unruly 
People in Forreſts and Chaces, by De 
itroying the Deer, and cutting Cown 
Timber, a Declaration was publiſhed fer 
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thei the preventing them, Commanding the 
Magiſtrates to be ſtri& and dilligent m 
apprehending the Offenders: and now 
the Prince having at the ſupplication of 
the Lords and Commons ſent for His 
Royal Conſort, She pailed whe Seas, At- 
readed by divers Engliſh and Dutch 
4 Men of Warz and was received with 
great Demonſtrations of Joy at Wate-Had, 
where ſhe arrived by Water on the 1276.

2n-| by the Officers at Arms; and afterwards 
iſ} at Temple-Bar, at Wood Ftreet-End, and be- 
ny] fore the Royal Exchange, with all the Ce- 
ly] remonies and Splenlour that attends the 
el occaſion, the People every where exprel- 
v1 ſing their Satisfaction, by loud acclamati- 
cr ons, and four Regiments of che City 
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Militia lined the way. So the Day con- 
cluded with Ringing of Bells and Bone- 
fires, And hereupon the King and Queen 
joyntly placed in the Adminiftration of 
the Government, which King Fames was 
Declared to have Abdicated by both Hou- 
{es, as alſo the Succeſſion ſettled in caſe of 
Failure of Iſſue, a Proclamation was pub- 
liſhed, to continue all Perſons (being Pro- 
zeſtants) who on the firſt of the laſt of De- 
cember were in Office of Sheriff, Juſtice of 
the Peace, Commiſlioners, Colle&ors, 


and other Offices and Places concerning | 


the Managing, Collecting, Receiving and 
Paying of the Revenue of the Kingdom,

The Papift: in Ireland, Arming in great 
Numbers in that Kingdom ; committed 
about this time great Outrages on the 
Proteſtants, Plundering, Diſarming , and 
Fmpriſoning them , ſo that divers as they 
could make their Eſcape fled for England ; 
yet the North parts held out againft them, 
being in Arms under the Lord Kingſtcn 
and others making a very brave Detence; 
to prevent the going over of other Papi/t's 
and Dilatected op the Eng/ſh Ports 
that lay fayourable to that Kingdom were 
QI- 
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ordered to be ſtep'd. As for Scotland , it 
had fubmited it ſelf Voluntarily, to the 
ProteRtion of King Hilliam and Queen 
Mary , yet the Duke of Gowrden held the 
Caſtle againſt the whole Kingdom, being 
Guarded by about 100 of his Accom- 
plices moſtly Papif's, but in the end was 
Obliged to Surrender , as will appear 
hereafter. 

On the 18th, of February, the King 
went by Water to the Houſe of Lords, in 
all the uſual Splendor and Majeſty , and 
being Seated on the Throne , and the 
Commons Attending , he made a very 
Gracious Speech to both Houſes, Relating 
to the Circumſtances of Affairs ; and then 
Returned to White-Hall, and a Privy- 
Council of Honourable and Worthy Perf- 
ons were Choſen , and the Papif's , ſuch 
25 were not Houſe-keepers,commanded to 
remove from the Cities of London and 
WeftminFfter , &c. And a Univerſal Joy 
over-ſpread the Kingdom, upon the 
Mews of the Proclaiming the King and 
Queen, all the Cities and moſt remarkable 
Towns ſhined with Fires , the Bells every 
where Ringing, great Feaſting and Drink- 
ing of Healths,&c. | 

The King having frequently. Repeated I} 
His Good Will towgrds, and his Reſoluti- 
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on to Protet the Church of Exglawd ; On 
the 215}. of February , the Lord Biſhop of 
Londen, with the Clergy of the City , to 
the Number of 1c waited upon the King 
and Queen , wich an Humble Tender of 
their Fidelity , and were Graciouſly Re- 
zeived , having the Honour to kits their 
Hands; and the King gave them a further 
Ailurance of his Affection to that Church, 
and of all Protection and Encouragement ; 
Concluding , viz. I Aſſure you , that you 
ſhall ever find it ſo, and may Depend upon it. 
On the 234. the King gave the Royal At | 
feat to an At for Removing and Prevent: 
ing all Queſtions and Diſputes about the 
Aſſembling and Siting of the preſent Par: 
lament; and afterwards went with the 
Queen to Divertiſe himſelf at Hampton: 
Court ; and in the beginning of March, he 
was pleaſed to Conſtitute Sir Fohn May 
ward, Anthony Kecke, and William Rawleſon, 
Serjeants at Law, ſince Knighted, Lords 
Commiſlioners of the Great Seal of Eny- 
land ; the Lord Willcughby of Ersby, Chan- 
cellor of the Dutchy and County Palatine 
of Lancaſter , the Lord Lovelace , Captain 
of the Band of Gentlemen Pentioners, 
and the Lord Lucas cheif Governour of 
the Tower of London ; and divers other 
Werthy Perſons were put in Places of

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About this time we had News, That a 
great part of the Regiment of Foot, once 
Commanded by the Lord Dumbarton, had 
revolted, and ſeized on the Money, de- 
ſigned for their Pay, and Marching a- 
way with ſome Field Pieces, had Pro- 
claimed K. J_ commiting ſeveral 
Diſorders and Outrages in the County of 
Suffolk, and other places ; whereupon the 
Parliament beſought his Majeſty, to Iſſue 
out a Proclamation,for apprehending and 
furprefling them, which was accordingly 
done, and more Forces ſent to quell 
them ; however, at firſt they prepared to 
make reſiſtance, but the King's Horſe be- 
ing ready to attack them, they threw 
down their Arms and ſurrendred upon 
, Diſcretion, and were moſt of them ( the 
Officers eſpecially ) brought up to London ; 
the greateſt part of the Soldiers were ſent 
to the Engliſh Army, afliſting the Stares 
General againſt France; and- ſeveral of the 
principal Officers were tryed at the Al1- 
ſizes holden for the County of S»ffolk, and 
being found Guilty, caſt thennſelves upon 
the King's Mercy, exprefling a hearty 
Sorrow tor what they had done, and were 

thereupon Reprieved. | 
The Coronation Day being appointed 
on the 11th, of Aprii, 1689, A Procla- 
mation 
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mation was publiſhed to give Notice there- 
of, to ſuch as had Claims, by Tenure of 
Land Service, Dignity ,Places, Honour,Offi- 
ces or Truſt, that they might timely make 
their Claims, in order to have things done 
regular, upon ſo great and ſolemn Occaſi- 
ons. And the Lord Lieutenants of the 
reſpe&ive Countys were perfeted. So 
that all things tended to good order and 
ſettlement in England, but the Aﬀairs of 
heland admitted of no fuch Happineſs ; 
for the late King being Landed there 
with French Forces, and drawn to him a 
conſiderable Armv of Iifh —_— For 
a time we had but a Melancholly account 
of Aﬀairs in that Kingdom ; however ſe- 
veral places held out, and put a ſtop to 
the Torrent of the Enemy; and ſuch as *} 
were uncapable of Reſiſting, were obliged | 
to take fuch Conditions as they could 
er. 
; On the 22th. of March, Thomas Pil- 
kington Eſq; ſince Knighted, Ele&ed to 
be- Lord Mayor for the City of Londen, 
for the xemaining part of the Year{(in the 
room of Sir fohn Chapman, who Dyed in 
his Mayoralty) was preſented to the Lords 
Commiſlioners of the Great Seal, and af- * 
terwards Sworn at the Hufings in Guild- | 
Hall, - according to the ancient _ 
an 
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and at Five in the Afternoon he was 
Sworn without the Tower-Gate, by the 
Lord Lxcas, Chiet Governour of the Tow- 
er, in purſuance of their Majeſties Writ 
dire&ed to him, and of the ancient uſuage 
at ſuch time as the Exchequer Court is not 
holden at W:fminfter. And the Day be- 
fore an Ad paſled the Royal Aſent, for 
a preſent Supply for their Majeſties. 

The Convention of rhe Eſtates of Scet- 
land met at Edenburgh, to conſult the fſer- 
tlement of the Aftairs of that Kingdom, 
as it had been appointed the 16th. of 
March; they chole his Grace the Duke of 
Hamilton their Preſident, and ſettled their 
Committee of Five out of every Eiſtate, 
for Examining the Ele&ions; and then

Treaſon, and upon refuſal, he was Pro- 
Claimed at the Mercat Creſs; and all Per- 
ſons forbid upon pain of Treaſon, to Con- 
verſe, Correſpond, or Treat with him, 
or to Aid, Aber,or Succour him,and fo they 
proceeded to Forfeit him. And the King |

ble Petition, he in a tew Days was et at 
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Liberty, and obtained a Paſport to return | 
to his Maſter; And the Conyention ap- || 
; proved 
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proved of all that the Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen at London had done, in praying His 
Majelty to take upon him the Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Government. The Viſcount 
Dundee being Diſcovered to have a ſecret 
Conference with the Duke of Gourdon, 
and upon being Summoned, Flying with 
between 30 and 40 Horſe, ſtronger For- 
ces were raiſed, and 3 Regiments were 
ſent from Englayd, under the Command 
of Major General Mackay ; and thus paſ 
ſed over the Material TranſaRtions of the 
Year, 1688. juſt a hundred Years fince 
the Spaniſh Invaſion was defeared and 
brought to nothing. 

In the begining of the Year, 1685, 
the Lord Roſs arrived with a Letter from 
the Convention of Scorland, which he pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty, viz.

Progreſe you hawe made in Delivering us, and 
in preſerving to us the ProteFtant Religion. 

We return our moft Dutiful Thanks to Your 
Majeſty, for the accepting the Adminiſtration 
of Publick Affairs, and convening the Fſf ates 
if this Kingdom ; and we ſhall with all con- 
wvenient Dilligence take Your Gracious Letter 
znto our Conſideration, hoping flertly ( by the 
Blſjing of God ) 1o fall upon ſuch Reſolutions, 
as may be Acceptable to Your Majeſty, ſecure 
the Proteſtaut Religion, and Eſtabliſh the Ga- 
wernment, Laws and Liberties of this King dem 
upon ſolid Foundations, moſt agreeable to the 
General Goed, and Inclination of the Pecple: 
As for the Propoſals of the Union, we doubt 
not but Your Majeſty will ſo diſpoſe the Mat- 
ter that there may be an equal Readineſs in 
the Kingdom of England to Accompliſh it, as 
one of the beſt means for the ſecuring the Hap- 
pineſs of theſe Natiens, and ſetling a lafting 
Peace; we have hitherto, and ſtill ſhall endea- 
vour to avoid Animoſities or Prejudice which 
might diſturb our Councils ; that as we Deſign 
the Publick Good, ſo it may be done with the 
General Concurrence and Approbation of the 
Nation ; and in the mean time, we Deſire the 
Continuance of Your Majeſties Care and Prote-

During theſe things, the French Fleet 
attempting to Land Foices in Ireland, Ad- 
miral Herbert, with a Squadron of the

made ſeveral Boards to gain the Wind, 
or engage them cloſe, but that way of 
working not being advantageous , the 
Engliſh Admiral ſtood off to Sea, as well 
to have got his Ships into a Line, as to 
have gained the Wind of the Enemy; but 
the French were fo cautious in bearing 
down, that this advantage and opportuni- 
ty could not be obtained, fo that our Ad- 
miral continued Batrering upon the 
Stretch *ill Five in the Aﬀternoon, at 
what time the French tacked, and ſtood 
furcher into the Bay ; and the Exgliſh Ad- 
miral's Ship, and fome of the reſt being 
diſabled in their Rigging, could not fol- 
low them, but continued ſome time before 
tn2 Bay, and gave them a Gun at parting. 
In this Ation Capt. George Aj/mer of the 
Portland, with 1 Lieutenant, and 9 Sea- 
men were Killed, and about 250 Wound- 
el; and of the French ( without doubt } 
a greater number ; and not wirhout good, 
Suppolicion, one of their great Ships ſunk 
although they had doubic the number of 
Ships, and the advantayc of ths Wind. 

Upon this further Invaſion of the French 
King, made upon che Kingdom of Jeland ; 
Thei” Majefies of Great Brit:ain, delay ed 
no longer to Publiſh Their Declaration of 
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War againſt him, Given at Hampton-Court, 
the 7th. of May, 1689. Seting forth Reaſons, 
that moved Their Majeſties to denounce War ; 
#nd the Unjuft and Perfideous Dealings of the 
French King , &Cc. as well againit Their 
Majefties Subjefts in Europe , as in Ameri- 
Fa, &c. And to prevent, upon this Rup- 
ture , any Diſturbance from PapiFf's; an 
A& Intituled an A& for the better Secu- 
Ting the Government, by Diſarming Pa- 
pii7's,and Reputed Paps#?'s paſſed. And now 
the Caſe of Algernon Sidney Eſq; (who loft 
this Head on Tower-Hill,) being before 
the Parliament ; amongſt other Acts, one 
was paſſed, for Anulling and making, Void 
his Attainder, 

Collonel Lundy , who had been Ap- 
pointed Governour of London Derry in Tre- 
tond,forlaking that place,as ſuppoſing it not 
Tenable upen the Approach of the 1: 
Army , and it being likewiſe left by Coll- 
Richards, and Collonel Coningham , who 
brought back the Regiments under their 
Commands , the Inhabitants , and ſuch 
as came in Arms, from other Parts to 
Aſſiſt them, Rgsfolving however , upon 
their Defence , Chooſe that Brave Gen- 
tleman Mr. George Walker , a Miniſter of 
their Governour, and 
Major Baker his Alliſtant,” who, thay

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the Triſh took Kilmore, a Fort that lies ad- 
vantageous to it; defended.they it almoſt to 
a Miracle, againft above 30000 Men,till it 
was Relieved by Major General X;rk,with. 
Proviſion, by Water; the Inhabitants, and 
Gariſon, having Eat all manner of unclean 
things, as Dogs, Cats, Rats, Mice, &c. 
And thereupon the Enemy, having loſt a 
great number of Men, and ſome of their 
beſt Commanders, found themſelves con- 
ſtrained to raiſe the Siege ; after they had 
lain before it, Battering with their Cannon, 
and Caſting in Bombs, from the 1946. of 
April, to the end of Angu#,. andagreat 
party of the Proteſtants, Fortifying them- 
ſelves in the T/ of Inch, and other Places ; 
made a Reſolute defence, beating off fuch 
as were ſent to /ttacque them, and fre- 
quently taking great Booties, by which 
means they Subſiſted, and held out , till 
they were Succour'd and Recruted from 
England, 

About this time the PapiFf's, were com- 
manded by Proclamation, to leave London, 
and 'Ten Miles about it, unleſs fuch , as 
were Excepted in an A, for this purpoſe 5 
and we had the happy News, of the tak- 
ing two Frexch Men of. War by the Nen- 
ſuch Frigate, as likewiſe, a Privatier, and 
ſeveral of their Merchants, by other Eng- 
liſkFrigatgs and V eilels, On 
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Onrtke 11th. of May, rhe Commiſii- 
oners Appointed to offer Their Maje- 
ſties the Crown of Scor/and,viz. The Earl of 
Argyle Sir Fames Montgomery, and Sir Fobn 
Darkrimple the younger, met in the Coun- 
cil Chamber , about Three in the After- 
noon. and heing Conducted by the Maſter 
of the Cerimonies, and Accompany'd by 
divers Noble Men , to the Banqueting- 
Houſe; They preſented a Letter to the 
King , (who with the Queen, Sat under a 
Canopy of State) from the Eſtates of 
Scotland; and then an Inftrument of Go- 
vernment; after that, a Paper containing 
Grievances , which they deſired might be 
Redrefled , and then an Addreſs to His 
Majeſty for turning the Meeting of the 
Eſtates, of the aforeſaid Kingdom, into a 
Parliament, all Signed by his Grace Duke 
Hamiltow, Preſident of the Meeting , and 
were Read to Their Majeſties, whereupon 


the King Returned the following Gracious

This was Received with the higheſt 
ſenſe of Thankfulneſs and Satisfaction ; 
and the Corronation Oath , thereupon * 
Fendered to the King and Queen; the 
Earl of Argyle, Speaking the Words Giſt- 
inly , and the King and Queen Repeat- 
ing after him , holding up Their right 
Hands, after the manner of taking Oaths 
in Scotland, 

This done the Commiltioners declared 
that the Eitates of Scotland , had Autho- 
rized'them,to Repreſent to His Majeity , 
that the Clauſe in the Oath , in Relation 
to the Rooting out of Bericicks , did not 
Import the Deti:oy ing Reriticks, and that

at his Repeating that Clauſe in the Oath ; 
did Declar:, That he did not mean by thoſe 
Words, that he was under any Obligation to 
become a Perſecutor ; To which, the Com- 
miſſioners Reply'd, that neither the mean- 
ing of the Oath, nor the Law of Scorland, 
did Import it z whereupon His Majeſty 
Declared , He took the Oath in that Senſe ;

clare His Intentions of Confering upon 
him, the Title, and Dignity- of an Ea:! 
of this Kingdom '; and he was after Cre- 
ated Earl of Torrington, &c. His Majeſty 
was likewiſe Pleaſed to Confer the. Ho-

mander of the Defianee, and Captain 
Clowdeſly Shovel of the Edgar ; and Re- 
turned, through the Repeated Acclamati- 
ons of the Sea-men, and the Crowds of 
People that were on the Shoar , gether- 
ed from divers Places, to Expreſs the Satis- 
faftion they had of ſeeing His Majeſty in 
thoſe Parts. 

The Caſtle of Edenburg , being ſtill in 
the Hands of the Duke of Gourden, it was 
ſtrictly Blocked up , and ſeveral Batteries 
were Raiſed againſt it; So that all Com- 
munication with the Beſieged were cut off, 
however, the Viſcount Dundee being A- 
broad , and having ſtrengthned himſelf , 
proceededto open Hoſtilities, and amongſt

Peaceably , and Gdid the like by that of 
the Viſcount Dwndee's, and Orders were 
taken to Reduce the Baſs , which was 
held out againſt the Government ; and a 
Party who had taken up Arms for Dundee, 
and Attaqued Capt. Tung , on his March 
to Kintyre , with a Decachment of 5co 
Men of the new Leavys , rwas Ronted , 
many of them then killd , and others 
taken Priſoners. 

On the 24th., of May, His Majeſty in 
the Houſe of Lords at Wefiminſfter , gave 
the Royal Allent to an Act, for Exempt- 
ing Their Majeſtics Protcitane Subjects , 
Diflenting from the Church of England , 
from the Penalties of certain Penal Laws.

5th. of Fune, within the Cities of L2ndon, 
and Weſtminfer, and Ten Miles Diſtance 
And on the 19th. throughout the whole 
Kingdom, Dominion of Wales, and 1 own 
of Berwick upon Tweed. And Their Ma- 
jeſties were Impowred by an A4&, to Com- 
mit without bail, fuch Perſons as they 
ſhould find Juſt Cauſe to Suſpe& Conſpiring 
againſt the Governinent. And the Dich 
Ambafladors Arriving, to Congratulate 
Their Majeſties , upon Their Happy Ac» 
ceflion to the Crown, in the Name ot the 
States General of the United Provinces , 
were Receiveil at Greenwich , by the Earl 
of Suſſex, Sir Charles Cottrrel Mailer of the 
Ceremonies, and Six Gentlemen of His 
Majeſties Privy-Chamber ; from whence 
they were Conducted in the Kings Barpes 
to the LanCing place; the Tower Standard 
being Diſplayed ; and at their Landing, 
they were Complemenred by the Lord

Robert Caſon , Maſter of the Richards 
Advice a Collier, about 400 Tun, 6 Guns, 
12 Men , 2 Boys, and one Paſlenger, 
meeting Two French Privatiers of Fou!- 
#eſs, one of 18 Guns, and a 130 Men; 
the othe” of 4 Guns, 55 Men, who Board- 
ing the Advice, were ſeveral time beaten 
ofi with conſiderable Joſs ; ſo that after 
| feveral Attempts, and a Fight of Four 
hours, 20 of the French being killd , 12 
 wounded,and two that were left on Board 
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taken Priſoners; the Privatiers ſtood 
away, and lefc the Collier to Proſeeute his 
Voyage. 

The Eſtates of Scotland, on the 24:h. of 
May, having Received His Majeſties Let- 
ter, Sigmifying to them, that at their De- 
ſire, he had Reſolved to turn them into a 
Parliament ; Authorizzag them to 
Adjourn themſelves to the Fifth of Tune 
jollowing : That all their Members being 
Required to be preſent , they might pro- 
ceed to. diſpatch what Aﬀairs ſhould moſt 
Conduce to the Setlement of the Nation ;

Major General Mackay Oppoſed the Pro- | 
grels and Proceedings of the Viſcount | 
Dundee, who kept himſelf in Lochquelabar, IF 
to Joyn the High-land-Clans, he expected |: 
to come to his Alliltance. A 
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A Declaration was Publiſhed about this 
time, giving great Irſcouragement to the 
Officers, Seamen, and Marriners, eim- 
ployed in the Navy , and divers Frenc/ 
Prizes were brought into ſeveral Ports of 
this Kingdom, 1 aden with Wines, Brandy, 
and other valuable Commodities : Ar 
the French Ficetywas dared in the Harbour 
of Bre#t, into which the grear2it part was 
put for Succour and Shelter from the Frngz- 
lifh, who kept the Seas; and all Perfons 
were forbid(by Proclamation\to Trade or 
Traffick, with any Perſon or Perſons what- 
loever, in the Kingdom of Ireland, with- 
out leave firſt obtained in that behalf, or 
to correſpond, or to have Coramunication 
with any Perſon, in any part or place 
within the ſame, except ſuch as are in 
Obedience to the preſent Government, 

The Convention of Scotland meeting on 
the 5h. of June, the Duke of Hamilton aC- 
quainted them, that his Majeſty had been 
pleaſed to fend him a Commiſſion to re- 
preſent His Koyal Perſon in the enſuing 
Parliament ; and that he had received In- 
ſtruftions from his Majelty, for turning the 
Mezting of the Fitates into a Parliament, 
and then to Adjourn to the 17th. and 
thereatcer, not only to conſent to ſuch a 
Law as may Redrets the particular Articles 
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of Grievances; but likewiſe to any other 
Acts they ſhould adviſe, for. the ſecuring 
the Religion, Peace and Happineſs of the 
Kingdom: After which, the King's Com- 
mi{lion,and Letters to the Eltates was read;

Scotlend , to {trengthen Dwadee's Party ,

chioneſs of Hallifex God-Aother ; and her 
Poyal Highneſs fate Delivery, and the 
Birch of a Prince, was received with great 
Demon{trations of Joy and Satisfaction 
throughout England,

On the 14:6. of Xugeſt the Soldiers n2ar 
at hand, the better to keep them in Ex- 
ercile, and train them in War, marched 
to Hownſirw Heaih, and there Encamped, 
but foon after they broke up, and the Eng- 
liſh Soldiers were appointed to Mount the 
Guards at White Hall, &«c. and take their 
Pofis and Places as formerly, for the 
Guard of Their Majefties Perſons, &c.
